The  Accident  Prevention  Bureau  has  a  total  of  18  squad  cars. 
T»»o  officers  in  each  car  patrol  the  city  in  a  given  twenty- 
four  hour  period. 

For  the  purpose  of  proper  coverage,  the  city  is  divided  into 
districts,  and  each  district  is  patrolled  by  a  squad  caro 
The  size  of  districts  is  diminished  or  increased  -  and  the 
number  of  squad  cars  increased  or  diminished  accordingly  -  to 
cope  with  current  accident  frequency. 

The  time  grouping  is  so  arranged  that  three  cars  patrol  the 
city  dxiring  each  of  the  following  periods:   8  a.m.  to  4  p.m.! 
11  a.m.  to  7  p.m.!  3  p.r..  to  11  p.n.;  4  p.m.  to  12  p.m.!  7  P.m- 
to  3  a.m.,  and  12  p.m.  to  8  a.m.  Thus,  during  the  peak  traffic 
hours  virtually  half  the  automobile  strength  of  the  Accident 
Prevention  Bureau  is  effective  at  the  strategic  traffic  points.
